Air Force 
Spots Them 
With Radar 
Pilots, Newsman 
Also Report They 
See Sky Objects 


WASHINGTON— (AP) — 


The air force today investi- 
gated reports that several 
"flying saucers" had been 
spotted by radar virtually in 
its own backyard on the out- 
skirts of the nation's capital. 


Not only were unidentified ob- 


jects seen on radar—indicating ac- 
tual substance instead of mere 
light—but two airline pilots and a 
newsman saw eerie lights fitting 
the general description of flying 
saucers the same night. 


The objects reportedly traveled 


at a relatively slow speed, but also 
disclosed the customary burst that 
far outspeeds normal airplanes. 


Thorough Check 


One thing was certain: A thor 


ough investigation is being made 
by the Air Technical Intelligence 
Center, Wright-Patlerson Air force 
base, Daylon, Ohio, which has been 
set Up to look into flying saucer 
reports. 
,, 


Such reports, officials had said 


earlier yesterday, are coming in 
faster than at any time since the 
initial flood in 1947. The current 
average is about 100-sightings'a 
month. 


This Is the story of the flying 


saucers reported over the capital, 
as pieced together from Air Force 
reports, persons involved and other 
sources: 


Spot* Craft 


An operator at the Air Traffic 


Control center at Washington Na- 
tional airport across the Potomac 
from the capital spotted eight un- 
identified images on one of his 
radars. The images were going 
probably ]00 to 130 miles an hour 
in the vicinity of nearby Andrews 
Air Force base. 


The control center, operated by 


the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion, notified the Air Force and 
also asked planes in the air if 
they could see anything. 


Pilot Sees 'Em 


That was around midnighl. 
Capl. S. C. Casey Plerman of 


Detroit, piloting Capital Airlines 
Flight SO", southbound from Na- 
tional Airport, soon reported se»- 
ing seven objecls belween Wash- 
ington and Martinsburg. W. Va. 
He said they changed pace,-some- 
times moving at tremendous speed 
at other times hanging almost mo- 
tionless. 


He was careful in his report, 


and later in an interview, not to 
identify the objects as flying sau- 
cers. He described them as "like 
falling stars without tails." 


Another airliner. National Air- 


lines Flight 610. also reported see- 
ing a light following it from Hern- 
don. Va.. to within four miles of 
Washington. 


Saul Petl. an Associaled Press 


newsman, said he saw a "flying 
saucer" that same night near his 
home at Riger Edge, N. J., outside 
of New York.

Adlai Stevenson of Illinois— 
and so Barkley decided to bow out. 


Thus, Barkley was peeved at his 


pal. Harry Truman, too.

About 8,000 people lose their 


. lives each year from burns and 


> scalds in the United States alone. 
; There are, of course, many others

Flame, steam or even just an

| Hot solids or liquids are the most 
i common causes of burns. Sliding 
| down a rope, chemicals, electricity

The depth of the injury in the 


i underlying tissues is the basis for

i over the blister is completely dead. 
' Third degree bums involve not

Prevention of burnt Is more Inv 


1 portant than treatment. All 9f us 
! should remember the old adage 
• that the burned child fears, the 
' fir* and should 'avoid sources' of 
t burning.

For minor burns—except those 


caused by chemicals. X-rays, and 
unusual types of burning—treat 


ment is a petroleum jelly or vase- 
line covered by a thin layer of 
sterile gauze. 


For severe burns, including sec- 


ond and third-degree- burns, the 
advice of a physician should be 
sought as soon as possible. Until 
he comes, it is wise not to do 
too much. Loose clothing should 
be cut away from the burned area, 
but if any is sticking, it should 
be left where it is. 


WASH CHEMICAL RtjRNS 


Large burned surfaces should 


not have greases, oils, or oint- 
ments put on them. Thetfe are dif- 
ficult to remove, may produce pain, 
and often interfere with what the 
physician wishes to do later. 


Neither Absorbent 
cotton 
nor 


iodine should be applied to the 
burn. Cotton will stick and pro- 
duce further harm when it has 
to be removed later. 


The measures mentioned apply 


to almost all kinds of burns ex- 
cept those caused by chemicals. 
Most chemical burns are 
best 


treated by washing the area im- 
mediately and continuously with 
large 
quantities of water until 


all traces of the chemical have 
been removed.

Knoiv When to Take Discard Pile 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


"Are you ever allowed to count 


the cards in the discard pile?" 
asks a Cincinnati fan. "If not, how 
do you keep track of the number 
of cards in that pile. It seems to 
me that there are times when your 
best play depends on how many 
discards you can pick up." 


The answer is that you are al- 


lowed to count the cards in the 
discard pile, but this doesn't seem 
to bother most Canasta players. 
For one thing, it is seldom im- 
portant to know the exact number 
of cards in the pile; and, for an- 
other, it is easy enough to work 
out the number of cards in the 
pile when it is important enough. 


Most good players will refuse to 


take the discard pile when it con- 
tains only one to four cards. They 
will take a pile of five to eight 
cards only when it contains one 
or two useful cards. And they 
will always take a pile of nine or 
more cards. 


How much difference is there 


between a pile of eight and a pile 
of nine cards? Obviously not very 
much. Then why do we advise 
one attitude to a pile of eight caids 
and a different attitude to a pile 
of nine cards? 


It's purely a matter of conve- 


nience. With four players in the 
game, the discard pile becomes 
four cards larger with each round 
of play. 


The figures given above there- 


fore mean that you leave the dis- 
card pile alone during its first 
round of growth -v that you may or 
may not pick it up during its 
second round; and that you always 
pick it up (when you can) during 
any later round. 


At the beginning of a hand it 


should be very easy to remember 
who dealt. At the end of the deal 
(as a general rule) the discard 
pile contains exactly one card. By 
the time the dealer has made his 
first play, the pile contains five 
cards. 


After the dealer has made his 


second play the pile contains nine 
cards. And so it goes, with the 
pile growing four cards for each 
round of play.

Senator Nixon Played Important Part in HIM Case But 


•Did Not "Break" It, Claims Pegler

CHICAGO—Senator Dick Nixon, of California, the 
Republican 


nomine* for the vice presidency, played an important part in the his- 
toric Alger Hiss expose but he did not "break" the case himself. Rob- 
ert Stripling, then director of the staff of the House Committee on un- 
American Activities; Donald Appel, William A. Wheeler, and Lou Rus- 
sell, the present chief investigator, were heads-up detectives all the 
:ime. The New York Herald Tribune, discredited by its strong par- 
tiality to fellow-travelers in the writing trade, the 
movies and the theater and by the notorious associ- 
ations-of Joe Barnes, its directing editor for a long 
time, has been trying for a year to decontaminate 
itself. To this end, it has been publishing lately a 
series of puny revelations which only confirm the. 
conspiracy revealed long ago in these dispatches 
and others of similar type written by reporters with 
no wraps on them. 


There is at this writing an attempt to claim for 


Bert Andrews, the H-T'e Washington man, and thus 
_ 


for the H-T itself, credit for cracking the Hiss case *«««bnw» *"•«'•» 
which neither of them deserves. Andrews got a Pulitzer award In re- 
porting a few years ago for a series later put into book form. The 
title was "Washington Witch Hunt." It wheedled for sympathy for a 
hypothetical character who came under suspicion in the unorganized 
effort of the House committee and a few ^reporters working against 
odds to expose the Kremlin conspiracy. The Pulitzer award has de- 
clined in professional prestige and is now facetiously regarded as a 
rotating souvenir for the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, the New York Times, 
the Herald Tribune and the World-Telegram and Sun. 


Actually the Hiss case was not solved by detective work at alj* 


Nevertheless, Nixon, Stripling and the others did use their heads and 
worked long hours against the strong opposition of Harry Truman, of 
hidden forces in the Department of Justice, and of a great deal of the 
Eastern and Midwestern New Deal press. The Washington Post, os- 
tensibly Republican, actually said Hiss was a victim of a change in 
public sentiment, suggesting that in some conditions the treason so 
plainly implied by the evidence and his conviction would be excusable. 
The Herald Tribune repeatedly went out of its way to theorize in the 
direction of innocence of an unfortunate victim of circumstances. 


Actually the Hiss case was brok- 


en by one of the attorneys for Hiss 
in a 'slander suit against Whittaker 
Chambers. 
During a preliminary 


examination of Mrs. Chambers, 
this lawyer's treatment of this in- 
offensive farm woman was such 
that Chambers determined to re- 
lease his documents. 
The next 


time Chambers himself was on the 
stand 
for examination a 
Hiss 


lawyer asked whether he had any 
documentary proof. To the attor- 
ney's 
consternation, 
Chambers 


whipped out of his pocket copies 
of 65 State Department documents 
which Hiss 'had given him. 
The 


Department of Justice pounced on 
those papers which would have ex- 
posed the fraudulence of Truman's 
reiterated 
"red 
herring" sneer, 


and suppressed them. 


Soon afterward, in a conversa- 


tion with Chambers, Nixon and 
Stripling learned that he had still 
other 
documentary 
material. 


Nixon was shoving off for a holi- 
day cruise and left orders for 
Stripling to serve a subpoena on 
Chambers for any further material 
that he had. If Chambers had not 
been cooperative, 
the 
subpoena 


would have been futile because 
hostile witnesses can easily de- 
stroy or hide their papers. He led 
Appel and Wheeler straight to the 
pumpkin patch in the dark of a 
winter evening, picked out a hol- 
lowed pumpkin with a flashlight 
and gave them the little tubes of 
micro-film which exposed the case. 


The irony of the whole expose 


was that Walter Winchell had the 
story in his hand 10 years earlier. 


Isaac Don Levine, a real re- 


porter with a background of ex- 
perience in Russia in the first war, 
took Chambers by the hand on a. 
round of Washington trying to get 
someone to do something.' A. A. 
Berle, a pompous Harvard New 
Dealer with a job in the State de- 


partment, was one who heard 
story, but all the department did 
was lock up some highly secret 
material 
called 
"magic" 
and 


transfer Berle to Brazil as ambas- 
sador. Berle revealed long after- 
ward that they began to exercise 
care with the "magic" to keep it 
away from a "leg-man" employed 
by Drew Pearson who vas leak- 
ing secrets into the newspapers. 
Levine then took Chambers 10 
Winchell in Miami Beach. 


Long 
afterward 
Winchell ex- 


plained that he reported the infor- 
mation 
to 
"my 


chief" Roosevelt. 


commander-in- 
Roosevelt was 


responsible for the mess and his 
trusted adviser, Felix Frankfurter, 
actually had put Hiss into the gov- 
ernment in the first place. Roose- 
velt's wife had done her utmost 
for years to punish all who e>^ 
posed Communists, and even afteW 
Hiss was convicted of betraying his 
country, she still defended him as 
an innocent man.

directly. They are Virginia, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Mississippi and 
Louisiana. 


All of these five have laid out 


machinery with which they could 
bolt the national ticket if they don't 
like the nominee or the platform. 


Texas, with 52 votes, seemed 


likely to go along with the Moody 
rule. Gov. Allan Shivers said it 
doesn't conflict with state laws 
there, which he said requires that 
the people get a chance to vote 
on the national party's nominees. 


But the five other delegations 


called strategy caucuses. There 
were indications they might decide 
individually or collectively to defy 
the rule's requirement that the 
chairmen of the delegations certify 
the loyalty "assurance." 


•Await Next Move 


No one seemed to know what the 


next move might be if that occur- 
red. 


The Moody rule's adoption fore- 


cast the later approval by the con- 
vention of a civil rights plank so 
strong in its terms that the South- 
erners would have another reason 
to stride angrily out of this almost- 
leaderless convention. 


But the growing possibility that 


the reluctant Stevenson would wind 
up with a presidential nomination 
he has said repeatedly he doesn't 
want laid something of a restrain- 
ing hand on the bolt threats. 


There was indisputable evidence 


that the Dixie members regard 
Stevenson rather fondly as a "kiss- 
in" cousin" who may not always 
agree with them on such principles 
as are involved in the civil rights 
proposals, but as a candidate who 
would be reasonable about his dif- 
ferences with them.

When to Wean 
Those Puppies

I probably would not have met 


the man if it hadn't been for the 
•conductor who in checking tickets 
•sked, "How're the dogs today?" 
'"That's all an enthusiastic dog 
.owner needs and since this one 
next to me was raising his first 
.litter of puppies he took advan- 
tage of the opening to launch a 
full description of the breed, age, 
number of pups, accomplishments 
,of the parents and finally, the pre- 
^cociousncss of the 
pups 
which 


were, Incidentally, only two weeks 
old. 


It's peculiar how t»ig a good 


listener -will establish confidence 
and encourage questions 
more 


quickly than pretense at knowl- 
edge. When he had run down a 


little he began asking questions 
and inviting my opinion on some 
of' the problems which had been 
bothering him. 


"When do you suppose I should 


wean these pups?" he asked. 
- Weaning time depends upon so 
many things that a Rood answer 
must be very comprehensive so 
prepared him for. a long story. 


If you are intending to show 


or work a bitch, I told him, it is 
logical to wean the pups early so 
that the bitch can be gotten back 
in shape more quickly. A't three 
weeks, therefore, it is a good idea 
to start supplementary feeding by 
teaching the pups to lap a bit of 
warm milk. 


Since bitch's milk contains a 


higher percentage of butter fat 
than cow's milk, a little butter or 
oleo melted in Is good—or use 
evaporated milk. Goat's milk i 
excellent. 


When the pups are lapping well 


they can be taken from the bitch, 
sometimes as earty as four or five 
weeks. It is always a good idea, of 
course, to let them taper off slow 
ly so that the bitch doesn't get 
caked breasts. 


I have senfetimes seen bitches 


with their teats badly chewed up. 
There is no excuse for allowing 
pups to stay with a bitch long 
enough to cause this kind of mu- 
tilation with the accompanying 
pain. 


In large breeds 
where 
fast 


growth Is desirable, keep in mini 
that pups can lap food faster thai 
they can suckle, and they cat 
thus eat more and get more time 
for valuable sleep. It is possible 
moreover, to sprinkle in vitanih 
and mineral supplements and pup 
py meal or pablum to increase 
growth and build up resistance t< 
disease. 


If a bitch isn't doing well her 


self or hasn't sufficient or gooc 
milk for the pups they should b 
weaned as soon as possible, if no 


. switched immediately to a bottl 


or another nurse.

Jacoby on Canasta 


You Must Think Ahead Before Melding 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


What is the correct course to 


^follow if you are lucky enough to 
- win a big discard pile? Should you 


meld much or little? 


The answer depends on whether 


or not you can reasonably expect 
the hand to last for several more 
plays. If you are fairly sure of 
getting 
several 
more 
chances, 


there is no hurry about melding 
much. If the hand is likely to end 
quickly, you must meld before you 
get caught. 


lg How can you tell? There are a 
' few surprises in the game, it must 


be admitted, but it's usually pos- 
sible to detect how close the ene- 
my are to melding out. 


If they have both melded freely, 


and if neither opponent has many 
cards in his hand, the danger is 
clear and obvious. Gather canastas 
while you may, because the hand 
isn't going to live very long. 


If only one opponent has melded, 


fand no canasta is in sight, you're 


in clover. The opponents would 
have cooperated m making a ca- 
nasta if they had been able to do 
so. This is the sort of hand in 
which you make practically every 
canasta in sight, with the oppo- 
nents groaning at every discard. 


If neither opponent has melded, 


everything depends on ho-v des- 
perately they have defended the 
discard pile. If they have broken 


\« up their hands, and particularly if 


they have thrown away wild caids, 
theie is an excellent chance that 
they will never be able to meld out 
—and perhaps that they will not 
even be able to master up the ini- 
tial meld . 


In such a case, you can take 


your time about melding in order 
to keep full control of the discard 
pile. 


I 
The case is quite diffeient if the 


r opponents have matched each oth- 


er's discaids without making any 
ical attempt to fight for the dis- 
card pile. Their hands probably 
fit piotty well, and they will meld 
out quickly as soon as either of 
them makes the initial meld. 


In this situation you must get 


your melds down on the table, for 
each play that you make may well 
be your last for that hand.

Ballroom, a vast ocean-front es- 
tablishment that was then virtual- 
ly on the financial rocks. 


Signed for TV 


At the same time television sta- 


tion KTLA was seeking a band for 
a half hour show once a week. Af- 
ter hearing Welk, station manager 
Klaus Landsbcrg signed him for 
four weeks. 


The response to the 49-year-old 


baton waver's "champagne music" 
left both Landsberg and 
Welk 


homewhat awed. 


The ballroom, which before Welk 


was attracting as few as a .score 


I of patrons on week nights, began 
drawing 
hundreds. 
Week • end 


j crowds now exceed 8.000. The Ara- 
gon has signed him to a contract 
that has another year to run. 


Welk's Friday 
night 
telecast 


from the Aragon pulls fan mail 
that would make many a movie 
star envious. After the program 
became tops in its time spot. KT 
LA gave him a two-year contract, 
and is now laying plans to kine- 
scope his programs and distribute 
them nationally. 


It's Light, Breezy 


The brand of music that has put 


Welk on top is light, breezy, pleas- 
ant on the cars and easy to dance 
to. 


But it takes more than music, he 


says, to put a band across on TV. 
Showmanship is equally Important. 


Welk doesn't use acts. Instead he 


has trained all but two of his 17 
musicians to do specialty solos. 
The two holdouts claim modesty 
but Welk hopes to change that. 


Besides his pretty feminine vocal- 


ist, Roberta Lynn, and his Irish 
tenor, Gene Purcell, half a dozen 
other bandsmen can and do get 


up and make with th« vocal cords. 
Sometimes they team to make 
duets, trios, and quartettes. 


Now Uie owner of a mansion in 


exclusive Brentwood—the first per- 
manent home he has shared with 
his wife and three children—Welk 
says he has settled down for good. 
And he thinks he's done pretty 
well for a guy who once couldn't 
hold a job in the band business. 


Often Fired 


'When, at 21, Welk left the family 


farm near Bismark, N. Dak., he 
had no trouble finding employment 
as an accordionist. But invariably, 
he was fired. 


"The other musicians would com- 


plain because I couldn't read mu- 
sic." he says. "I could only keep 
in tempo on songs I knew. I had to 
start my own band to keep eating." 
Big Sheep Gains

abusing their official status, illegal- 
ly disposing of property and com- 
pelling the governing boards and 
collective farm chairmen to Issue 
to them dirt-cheap, livestock and 
products belonging to the collective 
farms. 


Over 300 instances of the seizure 


of the public lands of collective 
farms by various persons and or- 
ganizations were disclosed recent- 
ly. Damage exceeding $100,000 was 
inflicted on the collective farms 
due to the sale of collective farm 
produce at reduced prices.

URBANA—Hog farming is fast 


becoming "big business" in Illi- 
nois, requiring planty of cash and 
good business sense. 


F. J. Reiss and A. G. Mueller, 


farm management specialists in^ 
the Illinois College of Agriculture,''' 
report that the typical 220-acre 
hog farm in the Illinois Farm Bur- 
eau Farm Management sen-ice had 
a gross cash income of $26,889 in 
1951. 


Of this total, cash operating ex- 


pense accounted for over $17,000, 
and about $3.800 went for buildings, 
fences, machinery and 
soil im- 


provement. Thus total cash outlay 
amounted to about 78 percent of^. 
the cash income. 


Cash expenses have averaged be- 


tween 55 and 65 per cent of the 
cash income on all Illinois account- 
keeping farms for the 20 years pre- 
ceding 19-16. During the past six 
years there has been a gradual 
but significant increase in the pro- 
portion of Cash expense to cash 
income. 


Net cash income was $5,846 on 


these hog farms last year, and^ 
averaged $7,600 over the six-year-' 
period 1946-51.

MOSCOW—(AP)—At 1:55 p. m. 


on May 31, two mighty Russian 
rivers merged and the Velga-Don 
Navigation Canal was born. The 
next day at 5 p. m.

will give Moscow the title of "port 
of five seas."

In effect, it makes an 
island of Europe, circling Western 
Russia with a continuous water- 
way.
